The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found for the 
independent claims deal with a balloon catheter with a spiral helix that is partially free- 
floating and partially located within the inflation lumen and the spiral helix has a specific 
configuration that provides the catheter with a flexibility transition. The specific 
configuration of the spiral helix for claims 1 & 36 are the windings are closer together at 
the proximal end and father apart at the distal end and for claim 39 the configuration 
deals with the outer shaft that reduces from a first diameter to a second diameter 
adjacent the distal end of the helix.
